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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 



The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), 
by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a 
patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the 
invention by the applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty 
defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application 
filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United States and 
was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in 
the United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international 
application by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 
371 (c) of this title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 



The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act of 1999 (AIPA) 
and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical Amendments Act of 2002 do not apply when 
the reference is a U.S. patent resulting directly or indirectly from an international application filed before 
November 29, 2000. Therefore, the prior art date of the reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) 
prior to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 



Claims 1-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Klieman- 
6,270,508 B1. 

As to claims 1-3, 7-9 and 13-15, Klieman-'508 (Figs. 1-6) discloses push pin 30, 
rectilinear rigid casing 32 (Fig. 2), hollow shaft 10, gripping members 4 & 6, jaw members 40 
and 44, which jaw 44 is directly mounted to hollow shaft 10 substantially as recited in the claims. 

As to claims 4-5, 10-1 1 and 16-17, Klieman-'508 discloses pin 22, cylinder and spring 
combination 16, and gripping member 4 for contacting a contact surface defined by a recess 
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between the shank of push pin 30 and an enlarged head at the proximal end of push pin 30 
(Fig. 6) for moving push pin 30 in proximal or distal direction. 

As to claims 6, 12 and 18, Klieman-'508 device can be disassembled to remove pin 22 
from shaft 10 as a unit. 



Response to Arguments
